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Course of Congress 
Forecast by James 


‘ONTINUED action by Congress look- 
( ing to the proper housing of the 
Army, is forecast by Congressman W. 
Frank James, of Michigan, senior mem- 
ber of the House Military Committee, ‘in 
an exclusive statement given to the 
Army and Navy Journal. 

Mr. James has been in Washington 
since before the election. He has been 
in close touch with the Secretary of War, 
heads of various branches of the War 
Department, and has conferred with 
Major General Hanson E. Ely, President 
of the War College. Thoroughly familiar 
with the needs of the service and aware 
of the temper ef his colleagues, what 
Mr. James says is of direct importance. 

Proper Housing First Essential. 

“Proper housing for the Army is a first 
essential,” declared Mr. “T un- 
derstand the War Department has 
drafted a bill providing for the sale of 
more real estate, including Fort Wayne,

Michigan. This. subject is a matter 
which will receive the attention of the 
subeommittee of the House Military 


Committee, of which I am chairman. 
Hearings will be held immediately after 
Congress convenes, and I feel confident 
the committee and Congress will adopt 
a measure which will assure a remedy 
for the disgraceful conditions that exist. 
Under the authority heretofore granted, 
the War Department has sold a great 
deal of real estate. The department now 
will ask authority from Congress to 
spend the money so realized. The legis- 
lative procedure observed in this con- 
nection is worth mentioning. Charged 
by the House with the duty of recom- 
mending provision for national defense, 
the House Military Committee proposes 
a measure, which, if agreeable to the 
House, is passed by that body and sub- 
sequently by the Senate, should it con- 
cur. Thus, the Congress makes specific 
authorization for a project. Then it is 
for the Congress again to make the ap- 
propriations to give that authority ef- 
fect.” 
Rebates for Housing. 

Mr. James takes the view that Con- 
gress having authorized certain action, 
it must follow as a matter of course that 
the appropriations necessary for execu- 
tion shall be granted. 

“It is my opinion,” continued the Con- 
gressman, “that every enlisted man in 
the American Army is entitled to be well 
housed. In addition to the amount of 
money that is to the credit of the Army 
in the Post Construction Fund, I believe 
2 good substantial sum should be added. 
I hold that the average citizen, who 
might be entitled to a tax rebate would 
prefer that a certain part of this rebate 
should be used for housing our enlisted 
personnel, and if it were put up to him 


I have no doubt of what his decision 
would be. 
“At the last session of Congress, a 


provision was inserted in the Army Air 
law directing the Secretary of War to 
investigate and report to Congress. on 
the promotion list. I understand the 
Secretary had such a study made, and 
when it was completed, appointed a 
committee consisting of the Assistant 
Secretaries and the Chief of Staff to 
examine it. The latter committee has 
finished its work, and its report, to- 
gether with the study, will be presented 
to Congress when it convenes. I pre- 
sume if any legislation is recommended, 
hearings will be held on the bill submit- 
ted. If the War Department has not 


found a satisfactory remedy, it is my

| Report Urges Change 
In Army Promotions 


| THE board at the War Departinent 
which has been making an exhaus- 
tive study into the present inequalities 
of the Army promotion and retirement 
laws, a report on which will shortly be 
submitted to Congress, have, it is under- 
stood, proposed a solution which con- 
cerns about half of the Army. 

The result of the Board’s study in so 
far as promotion is concerned, it is said 
on good authority, will be a recommenda- 
tion to Congress for a revised system of 
promotion, based upon the number 
of years of service of officers in each 
grade, after the manner of promotions 
in the Medical Corps of the Army. Such 
a system, it is believed by many, will 
be the most practical one, and will re- 
move the inequalities at present exist- 
ing for all time and with fairness and 
justice to all concerned. 

Medical Corps Promoiion System. 

The system of promotion in the Medi- 


cal Department, which is so_ highly 
| thought of, is the following: 
Officers in the Medical and Dental 


Corps of the Army are by law promoted 
from first lieutenants to captain after 
three years’ service, to the grade of 
major after 12 years’ service, to the 
grade of lieutenant colonel after 20 
years’ service, and to the grade of colonel 
after 26 years’ service. 

An officer of the Veterinary Corps is 
promoted to the grade of first lieutenant 
after three years’ service, to the grade 
| of captain affer seven years’ service, to 
the grade of major after 14 years’ serv- 
ice, to the grade of lieutenant colonel 
after 20 years’ service, and to the grade 
of colonel after 26 years’ service. 

An officer of the Medical Administra- 
tive Corps is promoted to the grade of 
first lieutenant after five years’ service, 
and to the grade of captain after 10 
years’ service. 

For purposes of promotion there is 
credited to officers of the Medical Depart- 
ment all active commissioned service in

| A STATEMENT which may prove an 

adequate forecast of what the Ship- 
ping Board will recommend concerning 
the American Merchant Marine was 
made at the hearing of Nov. 22 by Har- 
vey C. Miller, of Philadelphia, one of the 
leading tidewater terminal operators of 
the country. 

Speaking of his personal view on the 
matter, he said: 

“If I had a vote on this Board I would 
heartily support the following program: 
Urges Adequate Service Policy. 

“1, Let the Shipping Board continue its 
present policy of the development and 
maintenance of adequate services to 
foreign markets where American made 
goods can be sold and which are not ade- 
quately served by privately owned Amer- 
| ican ships. Let the Board sell ship 

lines, with at least a ten (10) year guar- 

antee service, and individual ships when- 

ever and wherever it can find purchasers 

among responsible American citizens. 
| Let the Fleet Corporation be as efficient 

and economical as it can in the opera- 
tion of the Government ships. 

“2. Standing on this general policy 
let the Board frankly ask Congress for 
money to lay down a ship construction 
program to insure a well balanced mod- 
ern fleet. A ship construction program, 
properly worked out, will be a sound in-

New Chief of Staff Is 
Backed by Superiors 


\ AJ. GEN. CHARLES P. SUMMER- 
_ ALL has begun his service as Chief 
of Staff with a manifestation of loyalty 
to the President and the Secretary of 
War, which instantly has established the 
most satisfactory and harmonious rela- 
tions between him and his superiors. 

This is the outstanding development 
of the first week spent by General Sum- 
merall in his new office. Beyond this, he 
has contented himself with familiarizing 
himself with conditions in the Staff, in 
making, what is in fact, a survey, and 
in preparing himself to deal with the im- 
portant problems of administration and 
legislation which are of immediate con- 
cern. 

Immediately upon arrival in Washing- 
ton General Summerall presented himself 
to the Secretary of War, and, thereafter, 
paid an official call upon the President. 
This action on the part of the General 
demonstrated, according to those claim- 
ing to know, that he will be meticulous 
in conforming to the procedure which 
custom has established. 

Major General John L. Hines, retir- 
ing Chief of Staff, desiring to depart 
at once on leave of absence, extended 
his congratulations to General Sum- 
merall, upon the latter’s arrival on Satur- 
day last. The two officers thereupon 
entered into conference during which 
General Hines brought his successor as 
far up to date as possible on pending 
army matters. 

Received Chiefs of Branches. 

General Summerall received during 
the week various Staff Officers and 
chiefs of branches, and on Wednesday 
had a conference with the’ heads of the 
several branches and corps. At this 
conference, he made a short address in 
the course of which he made it clear 
that he considered the welfare of the 
men in the field as of first importance 
and the paramount purpose of the ad- 
ministrative force in Washington. In

Navy Estimates May Be Raised 
To Prevent Efficiency Loss 








With the progress of the hearings be- 

fore the House subcommittee on 
naval appropriations, which adjourned 
Nov. 26 until Nov. 29, there are growing 
indications that there will be a “revi- 
sion upward” of the limiting figures of 
the budget that threatened a serious im- 
pairment of the efficiency of the forces 
afloat and a marked reduction in the 
fighting units. 

While official secrecy still shrouds all 
the proceedings, there have been certain 
developments that presage a Congres- 
sional increase over the original budget 
estimates. Significant among these was 
a conference between the President and 
certain house leaders who guard the 
purse strings at which the naval situa- 
tion was gone over and the attitude of 
the subcommittee, which went on record 
last session as favoring an increase in 
personnel for the Navy in 1928 back to 
the 86,000 figure, explained to the Chief 
Executive. 

May Raise Strength. 

An unofficial forecast of the report 
that will be forthcoming from the Ap- 
propriations Committee predicts that a 
compromise will be reached on the 
strength of the enlisted personnel and 
that 84,000 men will be provided for in 
lieu of the 80,175 under the budget fig- 
ures and the 86,000 the Navy Depart-

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U.S. Plans to Regain 
Seaplane Supremacy

= TUNG by the humiliating defeat at 

the hands of the Italian entrants in 
the recent Schneider Cup Races, Naval 
Aviation has laid its plans for a “come- 
back” and has submitted recommenda- 
tions for sending four new racing ships 
abroad for another try at the most 
coveted trophy in the aeronautical field. 

These plans require the approval of 
the departmental heads and submission 
to the budget for a special appropriation 
to build the racing planes which if pro- 
vided for will be sent across with the 
racing team aboard a naval vessel either 
next summer or the year following, de- 
pendent upon the decision of the F. I. A., 
the ruling body in European aeronauti- 
cal matters, as to when the next meet 
will be held. 

Criticism Not Resented. 

Wide-spread criticism, as voiced by the 
entire press of the country, over the 
failure of naval aviation to make a bet- 
ter showing in the recent races when one 
more victory, added to the two preceding, 
would have given the United States per- 
manent possession of the cup, is being 
accepted without resentment in naval 
circles and no alibis are being offered. 

Swallowing the humiliating defeat as 
gracefully as possible, the Navy fliers 
give just one reason for the Italian vic- 
tory; the better and faster machines 
won. The planes entered to represent 
America were of last year’s vintage and 
although every effort was made to speed 
them up by new engines and improve- 
ments in their racing lines, they were 
hopelessly outclassed by the up-to-date 
racers the Italians flew. “No funds 
available” is the official reason assigned 
for the use of the old planes due partly 
to the economy regime and partly to the 
fact that the bureau had no authority 
to divert funds provided by the current 
appropriation so that they could be util- 
ized for the construction of new racing 
planes. 

Value of Races Recognized. 

In most quarters the practical side of 
aviation racing is now fully recognized. 
The pursuit planes in service today are 
the racing ships of a couple of years ago 
and the newly designed speed marvel 
the Italians won with will be the model 
for a hundred pursuit planes for the 
Italian Navy, the “prize” offered by Ben- 
ito Mussolinio to the Italian designer 
who would build a ship that would take 
the measure of the American racers. 
Incidentally it is stated on good au- 
thority that he sent the racing team to 
America with instructions either to come 
home victorious or in their coffins. As 
the winning plane was just 107 miles 
an hour faster than the service fighter 
flown in the race by Lt. Tomlinson, the 
fighting ships of the Italian Navy will 
have an advantage in the air, the mil- 
itary value of which can hardly be over- 
estimated. 

No illusions were held as to the pos- 
sibility of the old planes holding their 
own against the Italian entrants, thouch 
it is freely admitted that the speed of

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Outelassing if U.S. in | Schncides Raee Prodices Editorial Critieisms 





JTALY’s recent aerial exploits during the ninth contest for the Schneider cup, the 

much coveted international seaplane trophy with which Major d’ Bernardi sailed 
away, incidentally breaking several world records while so doing, has drawn. forth 
a muss of editorial opinions as to the causes of America’s defeat after obtaining 
two “legs” of the cup in other years. Two thoughts run consistently through: the 
editorials—first, that with all honor justly paid to the skillful piloting of the Italians, 
America was outclassed from the beginning by the Macchi-Fiat planes; secondly, 
that it needed a crushing defeat like the one just sustained to arouse America to the 
fact that she is lagging behind other nations in aeronautics. With the records for 
nonstop flight, altitude and speed held by European countries, editors: sound the 
warning that this country must exert itself if it does not want to lag hopelessly 
after the rest of the progressive nations for the domination of the skies. They point 
out the folly of having entered last year’s planes even with new high-powered geared 
engine equipment, and assert that due attention was not paid to the marvelous 
efforts that were being made in the Italian Air Ministry headed by the driving force 
of Mussolini. 


‘THE Grand Rapids Press (Independent Republican) sees in the Italian victory 
“another cf those striking evidences of the esprit de corps with which Mussolini 
has been able to inspire military and industrial Italy. * * * 


“Both as an encouragement of civil aviation and an improvement of military 
and naval efficiency Mussolini has taken care to place every facility and every ele- 
ment of his moral support behind the air services of the Italian Government. Mean- 
time the American air forces have had only a stingy backing and the esprit de corps 
of the brave officers who man them has fallen. * * * 

“The Italian victory should serve to awaken American political enterprise to 
see that the country catches up with the procession. Civil aviation follows in the 
wake of military tests and developments such as the Sehneider cup race, and the 
growth and improvement of civil aviation is decidedly worth while.” 


‘THE Boston Herald's (Republican) editorial dwells on the inequality of the Ameri- 
can and Italian planes and is inclined to impute Machiavellian motives to the 
American authorities for entering old models. In this connection it says: 

“Last year’s American Curtiss racers shouid not have been expected to beat 
this year’s Italian Macchi-Fiats. But was that the expectation? We have a suspi- 
cion that the Washington authorities were not anxious to win the trophy as a perma- 
nent possession. It is better kept free for annual competition.” 


The New York Times (Democratic) quotes a statement recently made by Mus- 
solini in which he said: “Italian aviation projects its forces toward the future with 
a passionate faith in the fundamental importance which, in modern civilzation, at- 
taches to every attempt at the mastery of the air.” In the same editorial it also 
quotes the words of an American expert after Bernardi had turned the trick: “We 
ought to quit ‘kidding’ ourselves that we have the foremost air engines in the world. 
Other countries are forging ahead and developing speedy racing engines and planes.” 
The Times points out that: 

“The record made by Major Bernardi in the Schneider cup contest at Norfolk, 
246.496 miles an hour over a triangular course, was not, it is true, much faster than 
Lieutenant James H. Doolittle’s time in the race last year, which was 245.713 
miles. * * * 





FR Philadelphia Inquirer (Republican). believes the Navy aviators will not feel 
as keenly their defeat by the Italians as they will their failure to equal or better 
the record of the “sea going” Army last year. It goes on to say: 

“There is no cecasion for excuses based om accidents such as wrecked one of 
the American planes the day before the race and downed another on the last lap. 
We failed and cone of the reasons may be found in the fact that we used the same 
old machines for want of funds to build new models. That the construction of planes 
for racing purposes, and particularly for the Schneider cup, which carries a severe 
test of general utility is not a waste of money is evidenced by the fact that the 
special racing type of today will te tomorrow’s standard seout and fighting unit. 

The Baltimore Sun (Democratic), commenting on the race in an editorial 
headed “New records for old Rome,” treats of America’s part in the contest in the 
following way: 

“The Navy ran into engine trouble. So did it last year. 
would not have won on Saturday if he had remained aloft, but waterborne, he re- 
called too vividly the elimination by accident of the Navy’s entries a year ago. En- 
gine failures in action are not less noteworthy than the loss of the race to a plane 
of newest design. The event has not proved that Americans have met their match 
as pilots. i 


Its speediest flyer 


It only suggests that America is not building with the staunchness and 
skill. which Italy has attained and that, while an unreserved tribute to Italy, is a 
challenge to America.” 


HE Washington Post (Independent) sees little difference in the skill displayed 

by the Italian and American pilots but remarks that “even to the casual ob- 
server, however, it was apparent the Americans were laboring under a heavy strain 
imposed by nervous last-minute readjustments of personnel and material. The 
Italians were as free from worry as if they were enjoying a picnic. * * * 

“The Schneider race proved that aeronautical engineering is developing much 
more rapidly abroad than in the United States. In the year Italy increased the 
speed of its racing ships 77 miles an hour. The United States, in the grilling test, 
revealed a decrease of one mile an hour under last year’s performance. The ship 
on which the Navy pinned its hopes was forced down by a failure of the fue! system 
on the last lap of the race. But even that plane never approached the speed of the 
wonderful craft of Major di Bernardi. * * * 

“America has too long assumed self-complacent attitude based upon the errone- 
ous impression that its aeronautical equipment excelled that of other nations. The 
truth is that the United States is at the tail end of the procession of nations aspiring 
to efficiency in air force.” 

The San Diego Union (Independent), under the caption “No alibi needed,” says: 

“Private capital must furnish funds for Army, Navy and Marine Corps seaplane 
speedsters, if the Schneider cup is to be brought back to America. This is the plaint 
of a group of American aviation officials, following the Italian victory in the 
Schneider races last Saturday. Somehow we don’t find this poverty plea at all im- 
pressive as an alibi. How did it happen that the American speed seaplanes won 
the event last year, and the year before? Was it congressional stinginess that 
caused the unfortunate accident, a few days before the recent contest, in which the 
fastest American plane crashed? The unfortunate Lieutenant Conant was flying 
a ship capable of 266 miles an hour. The race was won at 246.

Service Legislative Programs Announced 


‘THE War and Navy Departments have a number of bills now pending in 
Congress which it is hoped will be enacted in the coming session of Congress 
at the Capitol. 


Army 
N addition to the bills listed below, it is understood that the War Depart- 
“ment will present for introduction legislation pertaining to travel expenses 
of officers of the Army Air Corps. There is also important legislation pre- 
pared by the Medical Corps and the Militia Bureau, which appeared in the 
Army and Navy Journal issues of October 9 and 16. Medical Corps legislation 
would reorganize the Army Medical Department and the Militia Bureau leg- 
islation relates to travel expenses and the elimination of Militia Bureau ad- 
ministrative difficulties. A bill of great interest to Army and Marine Corps 
Warrant officers is H. R. 13116 to increase their longevity pay. 

The following bills, which are pending in Congress, are part of the War 
Department legislative program: 

S. 1483—H. R. 5022, to amend articles of war 501%

S. 1486—-H. R. 5020, provide police jurisdiction over the Federal roads 
between Washington, D. C., Arlington National Cemetery and Fort Myer, 


Va. These roads are at present without any police protection. 
S. 3878—A bill to give war time rank to certain officers on the retired 
list. This bill has passed the Senate and is now before the House Military 


Affairs Committee. 

S. 4529—To increase the membership on the National Advisory Com 
mittee for Aeronautics. This has also passed the Senate and is before the 
House Military Affairs Committee. 


Navy 
PREPARATION of the legislative program for the Navy so far as de- 
partmental recommendations are concerned is nearing completion and will 
be ready for the secretary’s action in the near future. 

While forty-odd measures were left undisposed of by the last Congress, 
the great majority of the important legislation was disposed of and com- 
paratively little of the “hold-over” measures are of any vital importance. 

The outstanding legislation and the one the Navy is most desirous 
having passed is the Britten personnel bill which was reported out favorably 
by the House committee and is now on the calendar. It is confidently hoped 
that even at this short session this will be disposed of. Quite a number of 
other pending bills have the backing of the department. They include the 
measure providing hospitalization for dependents; the bill providing for con- 
at the shore establishments, one of the outstanding provisions being 
for Quantico; legislation providing for detail of officers as aerologists; 
provision for the exchange of land in the Naval Observatory grounds with 
certain tracts held by the district; the bill authorizing the construction of a 
bridge over Archer’s Creek, Parris Island and the acceptance of a strip of 
land for the approach; the bill authorizing the discharge of any enlisted man 
under 21 who “joined up” without the consent of his parents; the bill authoriz- 
ing hospitalization of persons discharged from the service who contracted 
tuberculosis while on duty; and the measure permitting officers in the rank 
of commander and captain on “engineering duty only” to serve afloat in 
duties other than staff duty. 

Séveral new measures are to be recommended to Congress but in view 
of the fact that they require budget approval and are now undergoing General 
Lord’s scrutiny, no official information about them is forthcoming. 

The outstanding new legislation is provision for funds for the construc- 
tion of the remainder of the Treaty 10,000 ton cruisers. Eight of these have 
been authorized the bill providing that construction was to start on all of 
them not later than July 1, 1927. Two of these have been appropriated for 
and are under construction. While no specific appropriation was made last 
session for the new cruisers, the funds appropriated for “Increase of Navy” 
carried funds for a modest start on three more. It is now proposed to ask 
for money to go ahead on these three without unnecessary delay and also to 
provide appropriations for the remaining three of the original eight. 

Chairman Butler of the House Naval Committee has announced the in- 
tention of his committee to make a study of the existing strength of the 
various Treaty navies for the purpose of recommending further construction

Officers at Foreign Schools 
Are Not Allowed Subsistence 





N officer of the Army ordered to at- 
tend school in France, is not entitled 
to reimbursement of any expense for sub- 
sistence while attending such school. 
This is the decision of Comptroller Gen- 
eral McCar! in a recent ruling made after 
the question of a payment made on 
Voucher 205, May, 1926, has been sub- 
mitted on the account of Maj. F. W. 
Boschen, F. D., covering a payment made 
to Ist Lt. L. V. Warner, Field Art., U. 
S. A., of a per diem of $4, June 15, 1924, 
to August 16, 1924, while pursuing a 
course in the French language at Paris, 
lrance. 

The Comptroller quotes the various 
orders issued from the War Department 
regarding the assignment of Lieutenant 
Warner to duty in Paris and also quotes 
from the vouchers in the case as well as 
circulars from the War Department re- 
garding mileage, subsistence, etc. In 
concluding his argument Comptroller Me- 
Carl says: “The decisions respecting the 
travel status of civilian officers and em- 
ployes have a very limited, if any, appli- 
cation to officers of the Army entitled to 
reimbursement of expenses under Section 
12 of the Act of June 10, 1912, as amend- 
ed, when absent from their designated 
post of duty. 

“An officer ordered to attend school in 
au foreign country, is entitled to trans- 
portation and subsistence, or reimburse- 
ment thereof while traveling to the place 
named and for the return journey. He 
is not entitled to reimbursements of any 
expense or subsistence while attending 
school, and this without reference to the 
fact whether the duty of attending school 
be designated temporary in the orders. 

“This holding is not intended to deny 
reimbursement of expenses to officers 
who performed travel outside the limits 
of the United States under competent 
orders without troops who are required 
by the duty enjoined to make one or more 
stops or delays of limited duration for 
the performance of duties required by 
their orders and such periods of delay 
may exceed 72 hours so fixed for travel 
by air in the United States.” 

This decision also affects Warrant Of- 
ficers and Contract Surgeons.

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Gen. Snow Scores Injustice 
In Field Artillery Promotion 





THe injustice of the present promotion 

law relating to the Field Artillery of 
the Army was scored by Maj. Gen. W. J. 
Snow, Chief of Field Artillery, U. S. A., 
in his report submitted to the Secretary 
of War. He urged a careful study with 
a view to insuring a steady rate of pro- 
motion. 

“There is in the Field Artillery alone, 
between the classes of 1917 and 1918 of 
the Military Academy, a block of ap- 
proximately 400 officers. There an- 
other block of less size between the 
classes of 1918 and 1919. On account of 
these blocks, the Field Artillery has to- 
day 267 captains, practically all of whom 
were captains or higher in 1918, and who 
will still be captains 20 years from now. 

“There are in the Field Artillery 195 
first lieutenants who will still be lieu- 
tenants 20 years from now. These esti- 
mates are based on retirement for age 
and will doubtless be somewhat reduced 
by unforseen casualties, but in any case 
these figures disclose a serious situation 
calling for remedy. This question should 
be carefully studied with a view to ma- 
tcrially reducing the blocks described 
above so as to insure officers of junior 
grades a steady, even though slow, rate 
of promotion.” 

Field Artillery Needs Increase. 

Other extracts of the more important 
features of General Snow’s report: 

Since the approval of Tables of Or- 
ganization, the Army and incidentally the 
Field Artillery has been reduced in 
strength. The Field Artillery has not its 
proper proportion of men and organiza- 
tions in the Army. This matter should 
be restudied by the General Staff with a 
view to increasing the proportions of 
Field Artillery personnel in the Army. 

There is a tendency in our service to 
devote too much time to tactical treining 
in the combined arms at the expense of 
the basic technical training within the 
arm. More time should be allotted to this 
basic technical training. 

General Snow notes the improvement 
in the organization of training in the

cations still lags behind training in 
other essential Field Artillery subjects, 
although improvement was noted.

General Snow states that training in 
marching and similar field duty has been 
much neglected and senior commanders 
have been directed to remedy this. 
“Equitation and horsemanship,” he 
states, “are not what they should be in 
the Field Artillery.” 

The fact that the Reserve 
Training Corps is now supplying, and will 
continue to supply, most of the new 
officers commissioned in the Reserve 
Corps, indicates the great importance of 
this activity and the necessity for en- 
couraging it by every means possible.

Chief of Ordnance Reports 
Results in Tank Development 


GENERAL Cc. C. WILLIAMS, Chief of 

Ordnance, U. S. A., in his annual re- 
port to the Secretary of War, announces 
that tanks and tank equipment have been 
by experiment

Development work on tanks during the 
past year has been carried out by the 
Ordnance Department and has centered 
principally on the medium 25-ton tank, 
although some preliminary work and 
study has been done on light tanks. The 
test of the original pilots 1921 and 1922 
medium tanks has continued, including 
the test of the new Packard engine and 
two types of clutches which will later go 
in the third medium tank produced, which 
is well underway at the Rock Island 
Arsenal. The test of this new engine in 
the model 1921 tank will be in the nature 
of a preliminary test of the engine and 
clutches, and possibly other equipment 
to go into the new pilot. 

A high-speed test of the medium tank, 
model of 1922, was conducted which dem- 
onstrated that it is possible to operate 
this tank across country at speeds up to 
16 miles an hour. Although this test re- 
sulted in considerable damage to the en- 
gine, it proved that the transmission and 
other mechanisms in the power train are 
feasible. 

Caterpillar Tractor Adopted. 

The service test of the “Caterpillar 30” 
tractor progressed to a point where the 
Chief of Field Artillery recommended its 


- adoption as a standard medium tractor, 


and the necessary steps to complete 
standardization of this vehicle have been 
taken. It will be shown as the standard 
medium tractor in the next revision of 
the Book of Standards, and the 5-ton 
tractor, model of 1917, which was former- 
ly standard, will be carried as a substi- 
tute. 

The “Caterpillar 60” test was com- 
pleted, and the Chief of Field Artillery 
recommended that it be standardized as 
the heavy military tractor. After being 
cleared for procurement by the Assistant 
Secretary of War, the Adjutant General 


approved it as to type as the standard 


heavy tractor, to replace the 10-ton model 
1917 tractor. When revised, the Book 
of Standards will show the “Caterpillar 


| 60” as the standard, and the 10-ton model 


1917 as the substitute heavy tractor. 





Chief of Coast Artillery 

For Increase in Corps Units 
THe training of certain anti-aircraft 

National Guard and Reserve units 
located in the center of the United States 
as shown by the training of Coast Artil- 
lery during the present year presents a 
very difficult problem due to a lack of a 
Regular unit for instruction, says Major 
Gen. Andrew Hero, Jr., Chief of Coast 
Artillery, in his report to the Secretary 
of War. 

“The three active Regular anti-aircraft 
units in the country are located on the 
coast—Fort Totten, New York; Fort Mon- 
roe, Virginia, and Fort Scott, Cali- 
fornia,” he states. “These regiments at 


the present time are training as many of — 


the National Guard and Organized Re- 
serve anti-aircraft service units as is 
possible with available funds. It has not 
been found possible to send three of the 
National Guard units and several Organ- 
ized Reserve units located in central 
United States to train with any of the 
three Regular commands. This situation 
emphasizes the need of an increase in the 
present strength of the Coast Artillery 
of about 350 men with suitable grades 
and ratings, in order that there may be 
organized an additional anti-aircraft unit 
to be located in the center of the United 
States by means of which the units of 
the National Guard and Organized Re- 
serves referred to above may be trained 
in an efficient manner. 

“Owing to the decrease in funds allowed 
for transporting R. O. T. C. students to 
and from summer camps, it has not been 
possible to send all advanced students to 
camps in fortifications on the sea coast. 
In the summer training of 1926 it has 
been necessary to establish a camp at 
Fort Sill, Oklahoma. It is, of course, not 
possible to give satisfactory instruction 
in firing against water targets at this 
location. This fact leads me to believe 
that there should be a relocation of cer- 
tain Coast Artillery units in such a man- 
ner that all three of the units will be lo- 
cated within reasonable distance of the 
sea coast. The remaining three units 
should be located at present in the inte- 
rior of the country and should major in 
anti-aircraft.” 

Larger appropriations for continuing 
the defensive installations in overseas 
possessions and for fire-control of all long- 
range batteries are necessary in the in- 
terests of economy.

' Shortage of Air Officers 
| Affects Air Corps Efficiency 


VERY serious problem confronts the 
’ Air Corps of the Army in regard 
to the shortage of commissioned per. 
sonnel, which greatly effects its effici- 
ency. Maj. Gen. M. M. Patrick, U.S. A., 
Chief of Air Corps, states in his annual 
report, there are not nearly enough fiy- 
ing officers, and the percentage of offi- 
cers who can qualify as flyers is very 
small at present. The shortage of com 
missioned personnel is further aggra- 
vated by resignations due, among other 
things, to the poor prospect of promotion 
| among junior officers, who secure good 
' positions with commercial air corpora 
tions. More flight surgeons and warrant 
officers are also needed. 

Shortage from 20 to 56 Per Cent. 

The shortage of commissioned per- 
sonnel in the United States is from 20 
to 50 per cent of the authorized strength, 
and under the present adverse conditions 
the Air Corps, it is officially admitted, 
cannot function properly. 

The Chief of Air Corps says: 

“The problem of increasing the flying 
commissioned strength of the Air Corps 
is a serious and difficult one. While it 
seems probable that applicants for com- 
mission would be many, the percentage 
which can really qualify as flying officers 
is unfortunately too small at present. 
At the same time a number of Air Corps 
officers are resigning. During the past 
year there were 21 resignations. This 
is partly due to the opportunities offered 
by commercial air transportation com- 
panies, and to the fact that under pres- 
ent conditions and the positions of a 
number of junior officers on the promo- 
tion list, the prospects for advancement 
in the Army are most discouraging. * 

So long as such conditions exist and no 
steps are taken to correct what is be- 
lieved to be an injustice done these junior 
officers, it may be expected that more and 
more of them will separate themselves 
from the service. 

Lacks Higher Officers. 

“There is, of course, the continued lack 
of a sufficient number of officers in the 
| higher grades of Colonel and Lieutenant 
Colonel. For this, apparently time is the 
| only remedy. The law specifically re- 








quires that Air Corps organizations shall 
be commanded by flying officers. The 
flying training standards cannot be low- 
ered. Everything indicates that there 
| are very few, if any, officers who have 
| reached the grade of Lieutenant-Colonel 

or Colonel who can successfully complete 

this flying course. Without becoming 
| flying officers, such would not be able 
to exercise commands appropriate 
their rank. * * 

“Just after the close of this fiscal year 
legislation which became law requires 
the Secretary of War to make a study 
of the present promotion list, its alleged 
injustices, and to submit to Congress his 
recommendation as to changes, if any. 
No positive recommendation is therefore 
made in this report concerning these 
matters, awaiting this action on the part 
of the Secretary of War.

Chemical Warfare Service Is 
Active Despite Lack of Funds 


RESEARCH and development in carry- 

out the various activities of the 
Chemical Warfare Service during the 
past year has made distinct progress, 
despite the fact that this important 
branch of the Army has been handi- 
capped by a lack of personnel and ade- 
quate appropriations. These are among 
the facts noted in the annual report 
of Major Gen. A. A. Fries, Chief of 
Chemical Warfare Service, made public 
this week. 

The commercial use and production 
of toxic chemicals, General Fries states, 
is increasing with especial rapidity. In 
this field the Chemical Warfare Serv- 
ice is performing a very useful service 
to the country. Its research and de- 
velopment work have resulted in ac- 
cumulation of a vast amount of data 
in regard to the safe and effective use 
of industrial poisons. 

General Fries also says in part: 

Progress was made with the develop- 
ment of defensive methods and equip- 
ment, offensive weapons, medical re- 





search and investigations undertaken to 
determine poisonous substances which 
may be effectively employed for the 
eradication or control of insect pests. 
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CHEMICAL WARFARE INTEREST PRO AND CON. 


‘HE Navy is showing great interest in Chemical Warfare these days. Not only 
1 has the Commander-in-Chief of the Battle Fleet requested provision to be made 
enabling Navy enlisted men of the higher ratings to attend the course at the Army 
Chemical Warfare School, Edgewood Arsenal, Md., in addition to the commissioned 
personnel now attending, but the Navy officers attending the courses outnumbered 
their Army contemporaries almost two to one during the past year. 


Why is this so? Army circles seem divided as to the reason. There are those 
who explain the disparity by pointing out that so many Army officers are on de- 
tached duty and hence not available for detail to the course. 


On the other hand, sub rosa remarks by others who differ, lend color to the 
theory that the Army, as a whole, does not appreciate the value of the courses 
at the Chemical Warfare School while the Navy does. The faction which holds 
this belief also asserts that if the Army did appreciate the courses, the Navy offi- 
cers attending would be as hard to find in the multitude as needles in a haystack. 


Incidentally, there is a serious shortage of officers and enlisted personnel in 
the Chemical Warfare Service, which greatly handicaps it in functioning. General 
Fries holds that a minimum of 174 officers and 1,200 enlisted men are needed, but a 
glance at the Budget Estimates does not hold out much hope for an increase in 
any branch. 


MAKING SCHOOL HISTORIES TRUTHFUL. 


‘HAPLAIN THOMAS J. DICKSON, Lt. Col., U. S. A., Ret., is actively waging a 
crusade to make school histories of the World War “truthful.” Chaplain 
Dickson’s main contention is that the text of a number of school histories convey 
the impression that unprepared America sprang to arms over night and waded 
through the German forces with great gusto and no little dispatch. The Chaplain 
feels that erroneous impressions are given to the school children by these histories 
on the ease with which the World War was won and that such an impression is 
very harmful to the cause of National Defense and preparedness. He points out a 
number of specific instances in his critique on American School Histories. 


NAVY MEDICAL CORPS PROMOTIONS DISCUSSED. 
MORE than the usual volume of “Whys” that follow the announcement of the 
% findings of a selection board are being voiced in Medical Corps circles over the 
Naval Medical Board’s recent report. 

Why this or that officer was passed over and why another far down the list 
chosen is being asked as the result of the wide range the board’s selection took. 
For instance three of the prospective new captains were “picked up” having been 
passed over by a previous board. The same is true of 12 selected to be commanders. 

In several instances the new captains selected had the novel experience of just 
having been promoted as a result of the September board so that in less than 
three months they came from lieutenant commander to captain. This, of course, 
was due to the application of the new equalization act which is intended to rectify 
inequalities in promotion between the line and staff.

BRIG. GEN. THOMAS H. SLAVENS TO RETIRE. 

BRIG. GEN. THOMAS H. SLAVENS, U. 8S. A., who has been on duty in Hono 

lulu, will be the first officer to go on the retired list for age in 1927. He retires 
on January 18, after an excellent line and staff service, including combat service. 

General Slavens was awarded the D. S. M. for exceptionally meritorious and 
distinguished services as Commander of the New York Depot, July, 1917, to March, 
1918, in which, says the citatton, “he demonstrated energy and marked executive 
ability in a position of great responsibility. Later as Commanding Officer of the 
55th Infantry from October, 1918, he showed marked ability in the training of the 


Regiment, and during its operations in the Meuse-Argonne.” 


General Slavens was born in Indiana, Jan. 18, 1863, and was graduated from 
the U. S. M. A. in the class of June, 1887, when he was assigned to the 4th Cavalry. 
Among other duties General Slavens was appointed a Major of Volunteers during 
the Spanish-American War, serving in the 3rd Missouri Volunteer Infantry in 
Southern Campaigns. Later he was detailed as Aide to Maj. Gen. Francis V. 
Greene at Havana, Cuba. He participated in numerous actions in the Philippines 
and was also in command of the 2nd Division Scouts. He served as Assistant to 
the Depot Quartemaster at Manila in 1900 and was later in charge of construction 
work at Fort Adams, R. I.; served in the Office of the Q. M. G.; was Chief Quarter- 
at Newport News, Va.; was Assistant Instructor, Department of Engineer 
ing at the Infantry and Cavalry Schools, and also had charge of the reconstruction 
of the U. S. Military Prison at Leavenworth, Kans. 

Since no recommendation has yet been made, there is much speculation as to 
whom General Slaven’s successor will be and what branch of the Service he will be

In this connection it is pointed out by some officers that the Secretary of War 
could perform a very just act to an efficient officer of long service, by appointing 
Col. Charles Gerhardt, who is near the top of the Infantry colonels, to the vacancy, 


and who is due to retire for age on March 19, next. He will be the first colonel to 
retire in 1927, and could thus retire with increased rank. Colonel Gerhardt served 
as a temporary brigadier general during the World War. He is a graduate of the 
Army War College, Army Staff College, and is a distinguished graduate of the Army 


School of the Line. 


INFANTRY WAITS SHOOT RETURNS. 
NFANTRY regiments of the Army are awaiting with considerable interest the 
returns of the record practice with the rifle made during the past 
far the official returns received show that both the 8th Infantry, Col. 
Reynolds J. Burt, which is divided between Fort Screven, Ga., and Fort Moultrie, 
S. C., for station, and the 22d Infantry, Col. George F. Baltzell, on duty at Fort Mc- 
Pherson, Ga., with the exception of one company, have the best records. 

The &th Infantry with the rifle has qualified 100 per cent of the men who fired 
he course, and the number of men firing comprised 82, and three-tenths per cent of 
the men on the rolls. 

The 22d Infantry also qualified 100 per cent of its members firing, and these 
numbered 65 per cent of the men on the rolls. 

The 65th Infantry, Col. George H. Estes, on duty in Porto Rico, is another 
unit that has made an exceptionally high record and thus far stands third. This 
regiment has qualified 99 and four-tenths per cent of its members firing, and 86 
per cent of the men on the rolls faced the targets. 

Of course regiments stilll to be heard from may possibly excel the above, but 
they will have to make some very high records in order to do so. In firing with 
machine guns and trench mortars there was a uniform excellence generally among 
regiments, and quite a number of organizations made 100 per cent.

NAVY EXPENDITURES ARE ON DOWNWARD GRADE. | 
N CONNECTION with the widespread discussion os the budget estimates for the 
naval appropriations for 1928, an interesting commentary on the constantly de- 
creasing expenditure on our sea power is seen in a tabulation of the annual appro- 
priations during and since the war. 


Starting with 1915, when the 1916 building program modernized our Navy and 
made the United States a first class naval power, the appropriations increased te 
a high water mark in 1919 when we spent two and a third billion dollars. This 
dropped to about two-thirds of a billion in 1920, but was increased to approximately 
eight and half hundred million in 1921. During the last six years the decrease has 
continued until for the current year the total appropriation amounted to $327,199,430, 


Since the Limitation of Armament Conference with its resultant definite na- 
tional naval policy, the strength of the Navy_has, theoretically, been standardized 
at 18 battleships and a “rounded fleet” of auxiliaries. Development of aviation has 
added heavy additional expenditures which have had to be absorbed in the appro- 
priations which have resulted in decreased funds for new construction and for main- 
tenance. Practice of rigid economy and postponement of all but most essential 
repairs have enabled the Navy to maintain its present status and efficiency. 


The following shows the direct appropriations and number of personnel from 
year to year, and does not take into consideration the annual reappropriation of 
funds:

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Commanders of Army Branches 
Condemn Housing Conditions 


HE disgraceful conditions existing at 
many posts of the Army in regard 
to the housing of officers and men, is the 


subject of complaint in no uncertain 


terms by a number of chiefs of branches 
in their annual reports to the Secrtary 
of War, made public this week. 

Major Gen. William J. Snow, Chief of 
Field Artillery has this to say: 

“The most vital, the most neglected, and 
the most harmful of all those 
which the Army is suffering today is 
ing conditions.’ After nearly eight years, the 
sore has become chronic and is accepted as 
a visitation of Providence. No delay should 
be permitted in presenting for remedy the 
deplorable housing conditions in the Army. 
The Field Artillery requires considerable 
areas for its training, and has been placed, 
as a rule in camps or stations near such 
areas. There it struggles to patch up build- 
ings not worth patching; to replace under- 
pinning before the quarters collapse. In 
firetraps of the most absurd nature, it 
houses, its personnel, animals, and material. 
Criminals in many local jails and most 
penitentiaries are incomparably more com- 
fortably housed than is the Regular Army 
at many stations. Fire losses, due to this 
housing condition, have been great.” 

Deplorable Housing for C. A. C. 

Maj. Gen. Andrew Hero, jr., Chief of 
Artillery, says: 

“I again desire to call attention to the 
very unsatisfactory housing condition now 
existing at the post of Fort Monroe, Va., 
and the Coast Artillery School. At this 
time it is necessary to quarter some 56 of- 
ficers in temporary buildings, which are re- 
modeled war construction barracks and in 
an old hotel building known as the Sher- 
wood Inn, now owned by the Government 
and situated on the Fort Monroe reserva- 
tion. All of these buildings are of frame 
construction and have reached the limit of 
safe occupancy. At best these buildings can- 
not be utilized as quarters for officers after 
the year 1930 without very major alterations 
and repairs being made on them, which is 
not considered justified. * * * It is con- 
sidered essential that steps be taken to con- 
struct at Fort Monroe at an early date 
a brick apartment house capable of hous- 
ing 56 married officers and containing

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Exam for Vacancies In Army 
Medical Corps on January 17 


EXAMINATIONS for 40 vacancies in 

the grade of First Lieutenant, Med- 
S. A., are to be held from 
Jan. 17 to 21, 1926, in the continental 
limits of the United States. 

The general requirements for eligibil- 
ity for appointment are that the candi- 
the United 
States, between the ages of 25 and 32 
years, be a graduate of an acceptable 
medical school legally authorized to con- 
fer the degree of doctor of medicine, 
have a commission in the Medical Re- 
serve Corps of the Army, and be physi- 
cally fit for service as shown by a careful 
physical examination. Candidates must, 
also, have had at least one year’s hos- 
pital training subsequent to the comple- 
tion of a four years’ course of instruc- 
tion in a medical school, except in the 
case of those who have served a year as 
interne in a military hospital or a year 
as a medical officer of the United States 
Army between April 6, 1917, and July 
1, 1919. 

Except those who have completed in- 
terneships in Army hospitals and are 
recommended for such apopintment, can- . 
didates are required to undergo a pro- 
fessional examination, which is held for 
a specific number of vacancies, no eligible 
list being kept in the War Department. 
They must be between the ages of 22% 
and 51'2 at the date of entrance exami- 
nation. 

The professional examination is a writ- 
ten one covering the subjects of anatomy, 
surgery, practice of medicine, physiology 
and histology, materia medica and thera- 
peutics, and obstetrics and gynecology. 
A general average of not less than 80 
per cent is required for the passing mark. 

Candidates can get full information by 
application to The Adjutant General, War 
Department. The pay of a first lieuten- 
ant of less than 3 years’ service is $3,152 
a year with dependents, and $2,696 with- 
out dependents. Quarters, heat and light 
are furnished without cost.

A special course of instructions in 
Aviation Medicine will be given at the 
Naval Medical School, Washington, D. C., 
beginning probably on February 4, 1927. 
Medical officers interested in aviation 
medicine and desiring this course, should 
submit official application to the Surgeon 
General of the Navy not later than De- 
cember 15. 

It is desired that there be a large num- 
ber of applicants, not only in order to 
provide specially trained personnel for 
the constantly increasing volume of avia- 
tion work, but to acquire also a number 
sufficiently in excess of current needs to 
provide for return each year of a certain 
number of flight surgeons to general 
duty, it being the policy of the depart- 
ment to limit the duration of duty in this 
specialty.

Marine Corps Studying How 
To Meet Possible Reduction 


PACING a reduction of between 1,000 

and 1,200 men under the budget esti- 
mates for 1928, unless Congress makes 
additional provision, the Marine Corps 
is making a study of how such a cut in 
the enlisted personnel could be absorbed. 

Under the present distribution of the 
enlisted strength only a nucleus is left 
at Quantico and at San Diego. Twenty- 
five hundred Marines are now guarding 
the mails and this duty will continue 
for an indefinite period. 

No absorption of a cut in personnel 
can be made in the detachments on for- 
eign service. The number in the Asiatic 
and at the Guam “reservoir” is the mini- 
mum required and in fact constant pres- 
sure is being brought to bear to increase 
the size of these units. The detachments 
in Cuba and on other southern posts 
have been reduced to the smallest dimen- 
sions and for reasons of state, even if 
the department thought it advisable, it 
would be impossible to make any reduc- 
tions of these “foreign” units. 

Under no conditions is consideration 
ever given to withdrawing or reducing 
the complements aboard ship nor would 
this be considered even though the two 
bases were stripped. In view of the 
conditions in Central America the need 
of an Expeditionary Force of Marines 
for use in an emergency is felt particu- 
larly at this time and the proposed cut 
would make it difficult to provide without 
delay such a force. 

This situation will be brought to the 
attention of the committees in the hear- 
ings and there are indications that steps 
will be taken to make the reduction un- 
necessary.

WHAT THE SERVICES MAY EXPECT FROM CONGRESS. 
‘ONGRESS will be in session within 10 days. The President has completed his 

annual message, which will, among other things, express his views as to the 
nesessity of maintaining the Army and the Navy. These views will be identical with 
those uttered on Armistice Day at Kansas City, but necessarily will be in concen- 
trated form. The two Departments, charged with National Defense, are busily 
preparing programs of legislation to be presented immediately after the session 
begins. The estimates for the Services have received presidential approval, and are 
in the hands of the Appropriations Committee of the House of Representatives. 
That Committee, working through its naval sub-committee, of which Representa- 
tive French, of Idaho, is chairman, is now making an intense scrutiny of the various 
items for the Navy and the Marine Corps. 


The impending session will be of less than three months duration. The activity 
of the Farm Bloc, especially in the Senate, menaces legislation which the needs of 
the Services require. This is likewise true of the proposal of the Treasury Depart- 
ment to wipe out the Treasury surplus by the return of a percentage of the taxes 
paid during the present calendar year. The debate in connection with these two 
questions, politically important to most of the members of the two Houses, will 
consume time, and militate against consideration of measures which are urgently 
demanded for the benefit of the Army and the Navy. 


However, some light may be expected to trickle through the darkness. The 
Britten bill, which is on the House calendar, has an excellent chance of passage, 
certainly through the lower Chamber. The House Military Committee is determined 
to resume its power of control over National Defense, and, therefore, will institute 
inquiries to determine what justification the Budget Officer of the Government had 
in cutting the estimates of the War Department, and by what authority the House 
Appropriations Committee has failed to provide sufficient funds to maintain the Army 
at the size deliberately fixed by the Congress. The House Military Committee also 
will study the report on inequalities in promotion which will be presented by the 
War Department, and the Naval Committee may examine the Navy’s system in 
this respect. Thus, in this important matter, the way will be cleared for considera- 
tion of remedies by the next Congress. 


The great concern of both Services is, of course, that of appropriations. The 
President’s speech at Kansas City, coupied with the greater realization of the im- 
portance of National Defense, a realization for which the Services have in part to 
thank the American Legion, makes it increasingly apparent that both the Army 
and the Navy will be better taken care of at the coming session than had been 
originally anticipated. 

THE WAR DEPARTMENT AND THE NATIONAL GUARD. 
TISION is not needed to see that the War Department and the National Guard 
must maintain close and harmonious cooperation. In time of war, the Federal 
Government calls the National Guard into Service, acting for this purpose through 
the Department, which in turn acts through the Militia Bureau. It is the business 
of the War Department, therefore, so to adjust its relations with the Militia Bureau 
and, consequently, the National Guard, as to assure teamwork based upon good 
will in time of peace. The National Guard needs the War Department and the 
appropriations from Congress which are included in its estimates. The Department, 
and indeed the whole of National Defense, needs the National Guard to 
maintain its proper efficiency and effectiveness 


cause 


This inter-locking organization, the Department and the National Guard, un- 
fortunately suffered from lack of understanding and indeed of comprehension of the 
great purpose it was serving in the scheme of National Defense. There was for a 
time following the war, friction, misconception of intention, and a real disharmony, 
which was embarrassing to efficient administration. Thanks, largely to Assistant 
Secretary MacNider, this condition has changed. The convention of the National 
Guard held last week at Louisville, Ky., was noteworthy for its demonstration of 
cordial effort on the part of the National Guard to solve irritating questions existing 
with the Department, and on the part of the Department of an active, sympathetic 
determination to meet the views of the National Guard. In this connection, Major 
General Creed C. Hammond, Chief of the Militia Bureau, made a report which is 
well worthy of the study of all interested in National Defense. With respect to the 
much discussed General Order 6, he made this statement: 


“No comment on this order is deemed necessary, other than to say that at 
present Militia Bureau relations with the General Staff, the Adjutant General’s 
office and other War Department branches, are being carried on in a most friendly 
and cooperative way, resulting in an increasingly better understanding of the prob- 
lems which confront the National Guard. These satisfactory conditions, coupled 
with the keen interest and sympathetic views of the Assistant Secretary of War, 
the Honorable Hanford MacNider, are particularly pleasing to the Militia Bureau 
in handling its administrative affairs.” 


There is another paragraph in the report of General Hammond, which in our 
view, should be kept constantly in mind by those having administrative charge of 
National Defense. It is as follows: 

“The War Department and the National Guard are so valuable to the country, 
so necessary to each other, that it is vitally important that they develop the closest 
possible team-work in peace time, so that in time of war the country will receive 
their maximum efficiency. I am sure that mutual understanding and time will 
eventually perfect our National Defense system.” 


Mr. MacNider is to be congratulated upon the excellent and successful results 
which have followed his cooperation with the Militia Bureau.

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Cc. W. S. RESERVE INCREASED. 

TTHE strength of Chemical Warfare 

Reserve Officers has been increased 
during the past year from 847 to the 
present total of 1,168. There are still 
needed however 1,273 officers to complete 
the quota, and these, judging from the 
interest developing, will, it is believed, 
enroll. within a reasonable time. 

Major Gen. A. A. Fries, Chief of the 
Chemical Warfare Service U. S. A., is 
very pleased at the interest shown.

HERE was a total of 9,926 Field Ar-

June 30, 1926, according to the records 
of the chief of Field Artillery.

Of these officers about 1 per cent 
are in the grade of Colonel, one and a 
half per cent in the grade of Lieutenant 
Colonel, and 5% per cent in the grade 
of Major.

S a result of a 
study of Naval Reserve activities 
and expenditures during the first quarter 
of the present fiscal year, it has become 
apparent that, due to a fewer number of 
officers and men of the Naval Reserve 
taking training cruises and drilling than 
funds have been set aside to cover. there 
are now funds available for carrying, up 
to the end of the present fiscal year, an 
increased number of F-1 men, over and 
above the authorized quotas, according 
to a circular letter issued by the Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation.

It is desired to utilize these available 
funds for the purpose of offering some 
degree of reward and encouragement to 
those Class V-1 men of the Naval Re- 
serve associated with Diviisons who 
have been attending drills, but who, by 
virtue of their being in Class V-1, can- 
not be paid drill pay. Therefore, within 
the discretion of the Commandant, au- 
thority is hereby granted, effective De- 
cember 1, 1926, to carry, during the 
balance of the fiscal year 1927, an ex- 
cess cf 30 per cent F-1 men over and 
above the quotas prescribed in refer- 
ence. Any of these excess men, so car- 
ried, should be assigned to Fleet 
ganizations in excess of the authorized 
quotas of such organizations; but not 
to exceed a total of 30 such additional 
F-1 men, to be carried in any Fleet 
Division, nor a total of 8 such additional 
F-1 men to be carried in any Headquar- 
ters Division. Of these additional F-1 
men, not more than one should be carried 
in each of the first four pay grades in 
excess of the prescribed quotas for these 
grades. 

It is expected that the Naval 
Appropriation for the fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1, 1927, will carry insufficient

funds for continuing these additional 
F-1 men beyond that date. Therefore, 


on July 1, 1927, it will be necessary to 
adopt one of the folowing alternates: 

(a) Transfer the additional number, 
carried in Class F-1 in excess of quota, 
back to Class V-1. 

(b) Reduce the number of equivalent 
duty, and if necessary, drill, periods for 
which compensation is authorized, for 
those organizations in which the excess 
F-1 men are carried, sufficient to make 
up the additional funds required to con- 
tinue them in a drill pay status; without, 
however, decreasing the minimum num- 
ber of drills required for maintenance of 
efficiency as now prescribed by Naval 
Reserve Regulations.

the Regular Army whenever rendered, 
and also all such service rendered since 
April 6, 1917, in the Army or National 
Guard, when in active service under a 
call by the President, except service un- 
der a reserve commission while attending 
a school or camp for the training of 
candidates for commission. 

Officers of the Dental Corps are 
credited with their service as contract 
dental surgeons and acting dental sur- 
geons, and officers of the Veterinary 
Corps are credited with their govern- 
mental veterinary service rendered prior 
to June 3, 1916. 

The length of service of any officer 
who shall have lost files by reason of 
sentence of court-martial or failure in 
examination for promotion is regarded 
as diminished to the equivalent of the 
service of the officer of his corps im- 
mediately preceding him in relative rank. 

Board Faced Complex Problem. 

The board has had the most complex 
problems to study, and it no sooner 
found a solution to one cause of com- 
plaint regarding an injustice in promo- 
tion, than it was found that it would 
have to be set aside because this caused 
an injustice in another class of officers 
The final result of the board’s study it 
is understood, will be based on the plan 
above mentioned. 

The board which has been making a 
study of the present promotion and re- 
tirement laws, consists of Assistant 
Secretaries of War Hanford MacNider, 
and F. Trubee Davison, and Major Gen. 
John L. Hines, U. S. A., Chief of Staff. 
Its report will go to the Secretary of War 
who will present the same to Congress. 





EUSTIS TEAM TAKES TITLE. 

JITH a desperate rally beginning in 
the latter part of the third period

Council of National Defense. 

“We have pending before the House 
Military Affairs Committee a bill sub- 
mitted by the Secretary of War for a 
Council of National Defense. No action 
has been taken by the Committee, but 
I presume action will be taken before 
adjournment. 
| “Another matter coming before Con- 
gress will be the disposition of Muscle 
Shoals. When the Ford offer was before 
Congress in 1922, those favoring it and 
those opposed to it were in agreement 
upon one thing—that air nitrate plant 
No. 2 should be used for the manu- 
facture of fertilizer for the farmer in 
time of peace and for the manufacture 
of munitions jin time of war. . Every 
member of the House Military Affairs 
Committee was agreed that Air Nitrate 
Plant No. 2, on which we had spent 
so many millions, should never be kept 
in an idle condition but should always 
be operating. I believe the House Mili- 
tary Committee is opposed to any bill 
which does not carry out Section 124 
of the National Defense Act providing 
for the manufacture of fertilizers in 
time of peace and of munitions in time 
of war. 

“Personally, I have not changed my 
mind as to the value of a single De- 
partment of National Defense. If I find 
that a majority of the committee now 
favors such a department, shal! sug- 
gest to the committee that we hold 
hearings. If I find a majority epposed 
to it, I do not think it will be wise, on 
account of the pressure of other im- 
portant legislation, to take the matter 
up before December of next year. 

Legalize Joint Boards. 

“I believe Congress should enact legis- 
| lation to provide machinery to legalize 
the joint Army and Navy Board and the 
Joint Aeronautical Board, and also pro- 
| vide that if any disputes should fail of 
| settlement with a reasonable time they 
shall be determined by a committee of 

seven men, three to be appointed by the 
Secretary of War, three by the Secretary 
of the Navy, and the seventh to be se- 
lected by the President and to act as 
chairman. This could be proposed as a 
separate bill, but if the Committee should 
take favorable action upon the Secre- 
tary’s bill relating to the National De- 
fense Council, it could be offered as an 
amendment to that measure. 

“The National Defense Act of 1919 
was looked upon as one of the most con- 
structive measures for National Defense 
that ever passed any legislative body in 
the world. The policy of the United 
States has always been that the military 
policy of the United States or size of its 
Army should be determined by the Con- 
gress itself. In determining all 
questions, extensive hearings have been 
held before the committees authorized 
for that purpose, the House and Senate 
Military Affairs Committees. No in- 
crease of the Army, no decrease of the 
Army should be made until the Military 
Affairs Committees have studied the mat- 
ter after extensive hearings, reported 
their findings to the Congress and have 
Congress affirm such findings. 

Congress Has Final Say. 

“It was never intended that any depart- 
ment or any man should, by indirection, 
materially affect the national defense 
forces of the United States. It may be 
that conditions have arisen since 1919 
making some amendments to the Na- 
tional Defense Act necessary. Person- 
ally, I know of none at the present time. 
But it might be advisable for the House

U.S. Plans to Regain 
Seaplane Supremacy 


(Continued From First Page.) 

the Italian plane, which incidentally is 
good for eight or ten miles an hour more 
than it made in the race, came as a 
surprise. It is stated unofficially that 
the Air Corps decided to. stay out of 
the race because they had no funds fcr 
building new ships and realized the 
hopelessness of competing with those on 
hand, one of which was loaned to the 
Navy. 

During the last 18 months the United 
States has lost its leadership in the avia- 
tion world. The four major records, 
speed, altitude, distance and duration, all 
formerly held by Americans have been 
lost and are now held by the French. 
The Army’s crack team, McReady and 
Kelly, held jointly the distance and dura- 
tion record; McReady held the altitude 
record and Lt. “Al” Williams, the Navy’s 
Ace, held the speed record. All of these 
have been brokn by French fliers. 

While a casual glance at the record 
sheet of the F. I. A., indicates that the 
United States still holds a fairly re- 
spectabie place in the matter of world 
records, this impression is misleading. 
Although 111 records are listed. most of 
them are more or less tricky. Aviators 
claim that there are, in reality, only 
four that count, speed, altitude, distance 
and duration. One of them expresses 
the holding of others as the claim of 
being the world’s champion in the 100- 
yard dash class for contestants who 
weigh more than 200 pounds or in che 
high-jump among contestants less then 
four and a half feet in height. 

At present none of the four mafor 
records are held in the United Staivs 
as the French have wrested them from 
us one by one. Had the PN-10 places 
under Comdr. Bartlett’s command, suc- 
ceeded in reaching Colon in a non-st>p 
flight, one of these records would have 
returned to this country. As things now 
stand there is one hope, outside iie 
Schneider Cup Races which obviously is 
in the dim future, lics in the possibiliiv 
of Lt. Al Williams, in the plane which 
he is building with funds privately sub- 
scribed, bringing back to America the 
speed crown of the world of aviation.

GOVERNORS ISLAND GETS SCHOOL. 
FTER a great many years of striving

This school is for the benefit of the 
children of the first six grades, and is 
operated as a part of the Public School 
System of the city of New York, which 
provides the teachers, books and sup- 
plies, while the post furnishes the build- 
ing, light, heat and janitor service.

America’s achievement in starting 
with nothing and ending the war after 19 
months with 4,000,000 men under arms, 
half of whom had been carried to the 
European theater of war, is little less 
than a miracle. Frankly, I did not be- 
lieve it possible, and the accomplishment 
is not only a tribute to America’s power 
and resourcefulness, but also a warning 
to other nations not to arouse the usually 
peaceful giant.” 


DEFENDS GAS WARFARE. 

‘THE executive officers of the National 

Association for Chemical Defense, 
who include some of the leading business 
men in the country, at a meeting in 
Washington a few days ago, formulated 
plans to prevent the elimination of what 
the association believes be a vital 
paragraph in the National Defense pro- 
gram. The association went on record 
as being opposed to ratification of the 
Geneva Protocol which would abolish gas 
in warfare, and will lend its aid to de- 
feat the Protocol. 

The Association has commended the 
action taken by the American Legion, 
The Association of Military Surgeons, 
The Military Order of the World War, 
The Veterans of Foreign Wars, and other 
veterans’ societies in opposition to the 
ratification by the United States Senate 
of the Geneva Protocol.

SIGNAL CORPS AIDS CAVALRY. 
THE Signal Corps of the Army 
- cently went to the rescue of the Ist 
Cavalry Division at Fort Bliss, El Paso, 
Texas, where mounted men and motor- 
ists had been having much trouble with 
nails. 

The Commanding General of the Di- 
vision appealed to various agencies of 
the post for some solution of the trouble, 
and the Signal Corps came to the rescue, 
A gas engine was mounted in a wagon 
to drive a half-kilowatt direct-current 
electrical generator. An extra pair of 
wheels was attached to tow behind the 
wagon and from the axle of these was 
suspended a row of improvised magnets 
to clear the ground by about one inch. 
The magnets were made from scrap 
pieces of iron, bent to the shape of a 
horseshoe, and wound with scraps of in- 
sulated wire connected to the generator. 
This outfit was run back and forth 
across the areas littered with nails, and 
produced remarkable results. Its “pick- 
ings” in a short period have amounted 
to several hundred pounds of nails, small 
serap iron and steel. It is still in opera- 
tion.

815, and the saving 
clause in that act is not effective to save 
such pay to him, the Comptroller-Gen- 
eral has ruled.

BATTLESHIPS TRANSFORMED. 
“CLv- TIMERS” of the Atlantic sea- 
coast are rubbing their eyes today, 
for they have seen two modernized battle- 
ships, the U. S. S. Texas and the U. S. S. 
Arkansas, steaming out of Hampton 
Roads, Va., en route to Guantanamo 
Bay, Cuba, and the modernization has en- 
tirely transformed their appearance. 
Gone are the cage, or lattice-work, masts 
of the Texas, which have characterized 
the older American battleships, for they 
have been replaced by tripod masts— 
single, central spars, supported by two 
spar-legs. And a single smoke pipe has 
replaced the two smoke pipes, formerly a 

characteristics of both ships. 
The two ships, and the U.S. S 
have been undergoing alterations as pro- 
vided by Congress. The Florida sailed

Boston. 

The modernization of the Texas, Ar- 
kansas and Florida is to be followed at 
once by similar alterations to the New 
York, Wyoming and Utah. The New York 
will be transformed at the Norfolk Navy 
Yard by the same process as was her sis- 
ter ship the Texas. The Wyoming will 
undergo modernization at the Philadel- 
phia Navy Yard, and the Utah at the 
Boston yard. It is expected that the New 
York, Wyoming and Utah will be ready 
for sea in their new silhouette form in 11 
months. 

Specifically, the alterations made to 
the Texas include conversion from coal 
to oil-burning, additional plating on the 
protective deck as a defense against 
aerial bombs and high-angle gunfire, in- 
stallation of a powder impulse catapult 
for airplanes; blisters on the underwater 
hull for submarine mine and bomb pro- 
tection, the removal of the mainmast and 
the substitution in its place of a low mast 
just forward of number 3 turret, and 
the installation of a new tripod mast 
between turrets 3 and 4. These changes 
also will be made on the New York, 
the only other ship carrying 14-inch 
guns to be modernized at the present 
time. It is believed that the tripod mast 
will give greater rigidity than the cage 
type. 

The change from two smoke pipes to 
one has been made possible by the sub- 
stitution of a small number of oil-burn- 
ing boilers for the coal-burning boilers 
formerly installed on these ships. New 
oil-burning Boilers were available for all 
six ships to be modernized from the 11 
capital ships that were being constructed 
at the time of the Washington treaty, 
but which were subsequently scrapped. 

Installation of a powder impulse cata- 
pult for airplanes on the Texas has re- 
sulted in changing the position of the 
mainmast. 

The modernization plans for the other 
four ships, the Florida, Utah, Arkansas, 
and Wyoming, are similar to those for 
the Texas and New York, except that 
the cage foremast will be retained, new 
cruising turbines will be installed, and 
the present fire control systems of the 
four ships will be retained. On the Ar- 
kansas and Wyoming, the new tripod 
mainmast is between turrets 4 and 5. 
On the Florida and Utah, the new main- 


mast is not of the tripod type and is 
placed between turrets 3 and 4. On all 
six ships living conditions for enlisted 


personnel have been greatly improved.

States Fleet. The six modernized ships 
will not be entirely homogeneous with 
the latest U. S. battleships, as the eleva- 
tion of their guns, to permit firing at the 
higher tanges, was not authorized in the 
modernization program.

During the last year the families of 
229 enlisted men and 38 officers who had 
died in service were given temporary 
financial aid from Navy Relief head- 
quarters. In addition, many cases were 
handled direct from the various auxilia- 

| ries. 
The Navy Relief is a private organiza- 
tion. There is nothing official about it, 
Its purpose is to give assistance in 
emergencies, especially to the dependents 
of naval personnel who die. A widow 
with small children, an old mother toa 
feeble to work, and orphans, are typical 
examples of those helped. 
In every case of death in the Navy or 
Marine Corps the society promptly but 
quietly investigates the financial circum- 
stances in which the dependents of the 
deceased are left. Sometimes they are 
very distressing, and temporary aid is 
always given them when really needed. 

Last year a total of $66,000 was spent 
in this way, leaving a deficit of neariy 
$3,000. More than half of what is spent 
each year comes from money raised 
principally by the auxiliaries at shore 
stations through entertainments and 
other devices. The plea of thé Presi- 
dent of the society, that each man and 
officer contribute at least the “price of 
a package of cigarettes” would not go 
unheeded if the service could know more 
intimately the great work of the so 
ciety.

THe Airways of the United States will 

probably be extended by 5000 miles 
before the end of the present fiscal year, 
according to William P. MacCracken, jr., 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce for 
Aeronautics. Already there are between 
6,000 and 7,000 miles of airways under 
actual operation and by the first of July, 
1927, it is hoped that most of the im- 
portant centers of the country will be 


interconnected by air lines carrying mail, | 


express and passengers. 

The Air Commerce Act of 1926 estab- 
lished a Federal policy with reference to 
commercial aeronautics and placed its 
administration under the Department of 
Commerce. The purpose of the Govern- 
ment has been threefold; first, to secure 
better development of this new form of 
transportation for commercial purposes; 
second, to create private commercial 
services which can relieve the Post Office 
of its direct expenditure upon air mail; 
and third, by the creation of a large 
commercial air fleet with its accompany- 
ing personnel and its background of the 
manufacturing industry, to give a funda- 
mental military reserve to the country, 
Mr. MacCracken stated. 


VF Squadron Two, the Enlisted 
Men’s Fighting Squadron, recently car- 
ried on intensive training. The men 
attached to this squadron were taken 
on @ cross-country flight for training 
and for the purpose of familiarizing 
them with local fields. Aviation pilots 
forming this squadron are progressing 
very satisfactorily and are ready for 
their final examination in fighting 
tactics. 

The U. S. S. Langley was recently en- 
gaged in preparation for and firing an- 


nual Short Range Battle Practice. Un- 
satisfactory weather conditions pre- 
vailed during the greater part of the 


practice but the scores were considered 
very satisfactory. 


Using a charge of gunpowder to op- 
erate the catapult on a turret of the 
U.S. S. West Virginia a naval amphibian 
plane, weighing approximately 5,100 
pounds, was successfully launched at a 
recent demonstration off San Pedro, 
Calif. Navy officials believe that the 
success of this demonstration opens a 
new field for the launching of heavy 
planes from battleships hitherto thought 
impossible. The charge of powder was 
equivalent to that used in an eight-pound 
shell, and it was the first time in the 
history of aeronautics that gun-powder 
has been used for this purpose. 


Lord Thomson, former Secretary of 
State for Air of the British Government, 
is quoted as saying that England must 
rule supreme in the air if she is to be 
able to maintain the British Empire, and 
that air power will be the final deciding 
factor in any future wars, according to 
recent press dispatches. Lord Thomson 
believes that aeronautics can be put to 
more destructive uses than fleets or 
armies and deplores what he calls Eng- 
land’s “neglect” of the air which has 
caused her to lose the air supremacy she 
enjoyed at the close of the World War. 


The Battle Fleet reports that recently 
a study was made to determine at what 
speed a squadron of planes could be oper- 
ated from the U. S. S. Langley, and also 
to ascertain the average maximum 
speed of landings to be expected on 
board. 

In one morning one division of VF 
Squadron One planes made 68 landings 
on the Langley and during the afternoon 
a second division of this squadron made 
59 landings, a total of 127 landings for 
the day. In spite of the faet that there 
was considerable pitch to the ship on ac- 
count of heavy seas, these landings were, 
with few exceptions, extremely accurate 
and the percentage of material casualties 
was lower than at any time since the 
squadron has operated from the Langley. 

The Curtiss “Hawk” was also used in 
the above operations and Lieuts. Price 
and Compo made five landings on board 
the Langley. This is the first time this

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Major General M. M. Patrick 
Urges Air Reserve Training 





(THE whole matter of the training of 

the Organized Reserves is one of 
extreme importance and one which de- 
serves most careful study,” says Maj. 
Gen. M. M. Patrick, Chief of the Air 
Corps U. S. A. “During the year just 
passed there was submitted to the War 


Department a radical recommendation 
which, if adopted, would place the whole 
scheme of Reserve training on the basis 
of the flying efficiency of the individuals 
trained. In the case of many of these 
Reservists who were war-timed trained, 
their efficiency has diminished with the 
passing years. * * 

“The actual cost of flying training for 
the Organized Reserves has been deter- 
mined as accurately as possible. This 
average cost per hour of flying time for 
a Reserve officer is about $23.50, which 
sum covers the purchase of gasoline, oil, 
spare parts and the maintenance of the 
equipment in use. Upon the assumption 
that Reserve officers while on fifteen 
days’ active duty fly an average of 14-5 
hours per day, the cost of thus training 
one thousand such officers is, on this 
basis, about $42,000. 

“The Air Corps has done considerable 
work and spent much money to facilitate 
the flying training of Air Corps Reserve 
officers. A number of airdromes were in- 
stalled near important cities, at which 
the Army Air Corps has built hangars 
and maintains sufficient aircraft and per- 
sonnel in order that Reserve officers may 
be given the opportunity to fly while on 
inactive duty. This has been in addition 
to the aircraft maintained at regular 
service airdromes for the use of Reserve 
officers, and the service type aircraft 
flown by Reserve officers while on 
periods of active duty with tactical 
units. * ** 

“Six Air Corps Reserve Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps units have been maintained at 
civil institutions during the year. 

The Air Corps has only two sources 
for procuring Reserve officers, viz., R. O. 
T. C. units and graduates of the course 
for flying cadets. At the present time, 
the training of flying cadets is limited 
to 212 annually, whereas, after reaching 
the peace time objective of Reserve offi- 
cers needed for the Air Corps, it is esti- 
mated that an annual replacement of 


approximately 2,000 will be required. At- 


500 of this number should come 
from the R. O. T. C. In order to obtain 
500 Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
graduates annually, it will be necessary 
to establish additional units. It is be- 
lieved, therefore, that the total number 
of R. O. T. C. units at civil educational 
institutions should be increased to 12 at 
the earliest practicable time and that 
every effort should be made to expand 
the units now in existence.” This is the 
best souree, General Patrick states, for 
procuring Reserve Air Corps Officers.

As a result of holding these tests, VF 
Squadron One, composed of 12 planes, 
was enabled to land on the Langley with 
great rapidity when they ran into a heavy 
mist. The mist was almost equal to a 
fog and the radio plane of the squadron 
was notified to direct all planes to return 
to the ship. The flight deck was very 
slippery but in spite of these conditions 
all landings were made in excellent shape 
with the exception of one plane which 
damaged its landing gear. The landings 
were all made within a space of 21 
minutes. 

Two French military aviators have re- 
cently made a nonstop flight from Le 
Bourget airdrome, France to Jask, on 
the Arabian Sea in South Persio. The 
distance flown was 3,415 miles and took 
82 hours. It has given much incentive 
to the proposed Paris-New York flight. 
The aviators, Capt. Rignut and Lt. Cos- 
tea claim a reeord for distance in a 
nonstop flight having exceeded the record 
of 3,250 miles made by Capt. Weiser 





Radio Items 


THE Supervisors of Radio have re- 

ported to the Department of Com- 
merce the changes which have taken 
place in their distriets between October 
15 and November 1, 1926. The changes 
included in this report have been incer- 
porated in the igures submitted for the 
period ending October 15 and the fol- 
lowing statement shows the totals for 
the combined periods. 

New stations have increased from 65 
to 75; changes in location from 25 to 
26; increases in power from 63 to 76; 
changes in wave length from 62 to 74; 
stations under construction from 40 to 
70; preparing to increase power 46 to 
50; those having more or less indefinite 
plans from 82 to 110. 

Of the new stations licensed since 
the Ist of July reports indicate that 
17 of these stations are equipped to 
use powers of 500 watts or more and 
that there are 13 of the old stations, 
licensed prior to July 1, which have in- 
creased their power to 500 watts or 


more. 
Radio - telephone communication _ be- 
tween the United States and Great 


Britain is a reasonable probability for 
the near future, according to D. B. Car- 
son, U. S. Commissioner of Navigation, 
in his annual report made public Friday, 
November 26. 


Tests which have been conducted show 
encouraging results, but it is pointed 
out, that the difference in time in con- 
nection with office hours of banks, stock 
exchange and brokerage houses may pre- 
sent some difficulty. 


Commercial pictoradiograms are now 
in operation between London and New 
York, the report reveals, and also be- 
tween New York, San Francisco and 
Hawaii. By means of this development, 
photographs, pictures, advertisements, 
legal documents, bank checks, cartoons, 
finger prints, and all similar printed 
matter, are quickly transmitted and re- 
produced. This new field, the Commis- 
sioner states, is fast developing into an 
important branch of radio communica- 
tion. 


PURIFICATION OF HELIUM GAS. 
‘THE helium gas purification unit 

mounted on a railroad car has been 
completed and tested at Scott Field, 
Belleville, Ill., for the instruction center 
for lighter-than-air activities. It is esti- 
mated that this unit will purify helium 
at a cost of $1.50 per thousand cubic 
feet. Formerly it was necessary to ship 
impure helium to Lakehurst, N. J., for 
purification. Not only did this involve 
a considerable freight charge—amount- 
ing to $12.26 per thousand cubic feet 
from Seott Field—but there occurred a 
loss of from 5 to 15 per cent of the 
volume of the gas on each transfer be- 
tween receptacles.

NEW A. A. FIRING DEVICE. 

NTIAIRCRAFT regiments of the 

Army are in hopes that before long 
they will receive the new firing device 
developed by the Ordnance Department 
for the control of firing aireraft. This 
new fire-control device was tried out at 
the Aberdeen Proving Grounds with phe- 
nomenal success. 

Not only does the new apparatus 
sharpen the accuracy of antiaircraft gun- 
nery, but it amazingly simplifies the once 
complicated business of plotting the 
course and speed of moving airplanes. 
Merely by watching the airplane through 
two telescopes mounted on the apparatus 
complete firing data is automatically 
computed and transmitted to gun crews. 
It is so designed that, given the altitude 
of the plane, which other instruments 
easily determine, the only action neces- 
sary is for one observer to follow the di- 
rection and the other to follow the ele- 
vation of the airplane. The movements 
of the telescopes control an electrically

Army Air Corps Material Is 
Undergoing Constant Tests 


DOUGLAS C-1A cargo airplane 

with a geared Liberty engine whose 
exhaust manifolds have the muffler re- 
versed to point up instead of down, has 
been prepared for test by the Materia] 
Division of the Air Corps at Dayton, 
Ohio. 

The tests will be conducted at the 
Aberdeen Proving Grounds, Md., to de- 
termine whether airplanes thus equipped 
would result in decreasing or eliminating 
entirely the possibility of their presence 
being detected by sound locator instru- 
ments now in use by the anti-aircraft 
service. The airplane will also be 
equipped with tow target mechanism, 
landing and navigation lights, and air- 
ways and wing tip flares. 

A series of drop tests, ranging in 
height from three to thirty inches, have 
the Materiel Division, 
Dayton, Ohio, to determine to what ex- 
tent airplane tires absorb shocks in 
landing. The drops were made with 
three standard size tires, 28 by 4, 32 by 
6 and 36 by 8, the load varying from 
1,000 pounds on the 28 by 4 tire to 2,000 
pounds on the larger sizes. The results 
were studied by means of slow motion 
pictures, the relative deflections dis- 
closing the energy dissipated by the tires 
to be from 15 to 20 per cent of the 
load, with standard air pressures. Sim 
ilar tests will be made on an Oleo land- 
ing gear leg, with and without the tire 
and wheel. 

The Materiel Division recently re- 
quested all Air Corps activities, where 
Loening Amphibians are undergoing 
service tests, to make a change on the 
COA-1’s in their charge. This step was 
the result of a recommendation of the 
Loening Company with which the Ma- 
teriel Division was in aceord, that the 
bottom hull plates extending from the 
main hull step to the bow, be strength- 
ened by adding wood screws through 
these plates into the keel. It is con 
sidered that this will constitute a desira- 
ble improvement in the Amphibian in 
strengthening the hull plating against 
sheering in a hard nose-on landing in 
the water. 


NEW IDENTIFICATION COLORS. 
NEw identification colors have been as- 
ws signed all planes of the Battleship 
Divisions. The after part of the fuselage 
and tail surfaces of all planes are now 
painted the color corresponding to the 
color of the tops of the turrets of the 
ship to which the plane is assigned. The 
same surfaces of the planes attached 
to Division Flagships are painted the 
colors and follow the outline of the 
division flag.. In addition to the above, 
the forward part of the main pontoon of 
all number one planes of Battleship Di- 
vision Three are painted red; of Bat 
tleship Division Four white; and of Bat- 
tleship Division Five yellow. The stern 
of the main pontoon of all number two 
planes are painted the same color. It 
is believed that this scheme of identifica 
tion will prove of great advantage both 
between planes in the air and between 
surface ships and aircraft.

Army, Navy and Marine Corps 
Country Club Makes Progress 


'PHE Army, Navy and Marine Corps 

Country Club, of Washington, D. C., 
is progressing favorably according to a 
report of yearly activities recently sub- 
mitted to the members by Rear Adm. W. 
S. Benson, U. S. N., Retired, the Presi- 
dent of the Club. 

The gain in membership during the 
past year was 90 in Founder Life Mem- 
bers, 45 in Founder Resident Members 
and 83 in Founder Non-Resident Mem- 
bers. The reports states that when the 
Club opens, there is no doubt the limit 
of 1,000 resident members will be 
quickly reached. The sum of $121,475.52 
was received, of which $81,957.62 was 
expended for real estates, $28,767.85 for 
costs, leaving a balance of $10,750.07 
cash in the bank. 

In concluding the report, Adm. Ben- 
son states: 

“The club property is in an unusually fa- 
vorably locality. It lies within a mile of 
the southern end of the new Lincoln Me- 
morial Bridge now under construction 
aeross the Potomac. This location makes it 
not only the most accessible of any Coun- 
try Club in Washington, but places it in 
the path of future development of the en- 
virens of the city. It is conservatively esti 
mated that on completion of the bridge the 
property will be worth more than twice the 
umount that the club paid for it. 

“Since the property now owned by the 
club represents, therefore adequate equity 
for those who have thus far so generously 
advanced the funds to help us realize the 
success of the project, the Board of Gover- 
nors has deemed it wise not to impair that 
equity by undertaking construction, the 
completion of which will require funds yet 
to be raised. It has been decided to pro- 
ceed on the sound principle of building in 
accordance with what has been raised 
rather than upon what is expected. This 
prineiple insures the safety of every dollar 
thus far paid in, and is likewise an assur- 
ance of safety for that which is anticipated, 
particularly in view of the constantly in- 
creasing value of our real estate.

not be equitable to leave these reserves 
out of account in a comparison of land 
armaments prepared for war time. 

It must be recognized that these men 
are no longer in their first youth and 
that their military value diminishes 
each year; whereas, on the other hand, 
the reserves of conscript armies fur- 
nished by the annual contingent are reg- 
ularly renewed. The differences of 
quality in respect of deterioration in 
military efficiency and the differences in 
numbers owing to wastage by emigra- 
tion or other causes must also be taken 
into account if very exact comparisons 
are to be made. 

Material in Reserve. 

Material in reserve is a standard of 
great importance. 

“Ultimate” Wer -Armaments. 

During a war, the length of which will 
allow the creation and organization of 
ultimate war armaments, these arma- 
ments will have an increasing and even 
capital importance. 

Conelusion. 

Subject to the general principles ap- 
plicable to comparisons bearing on any 
of the three main categories of arma- 
ments, an approximate comparison of 
the land armaments of different coun- 
tries can be made by combining the fol- 
lowing standards: 

(a) Effectives with the colors. 

(b) Trained reserves. 

(c) Material in service. 

(d) Material in reserve. 

The standards referred to above 
should be employed in conjunction with 
the following factors: 

Number and composition of the larger 
peace time units; period of service with 
the colors and periods of training with 
the reserves. 

Naval Armaments. 

Comparison of naval armaments 
present certain inherent difficulties, espe- 
cially if an attempt is made to compare 
fleets of widely different strengths. 
However, the relative fighting value of 
fleets depends on the strength of the 
component units of these fleets. Study 
of the individual units, therefore, affords 
the most accurate means of comparison; 
hence the nearer the standard adopted 
approaches individual comparison, the 
more accurate and valuable will be the 
results. 

Basic standards are dependent there- 
fore upon the above considerations. 

Other elements, such as age of ships, 
guns and torpedoes, may be considered 
as supplementary factors which have an 
important bearing upon basic standards. 
Personnel must also be taken into con- 
sideration. 

Basic Standards. 

Two standards may be considered as 
of a practical nature: 

1. Comparison by classes, taking into 
consideration. 

(a) Total tonnage by classes. 

(b) Total number of ships in class; or 

(c) Total tonnage of capital ships. 
Total tonnage of aircraft carriers. Total 
tonnage of auxiliary surface ships; and 
total tonnage of submarines. 

2. Total tonnage of all warships of a 
country which are capable of being used 
as combatant units. 

Nonexperts Favor Total Tonnage. 

The delegations of Argentina, the 
British Empire, Chile, Japan and the 
United States, whilst admitting that 
comparison by total tonnage may be an 
acceptable standard in the case of fleets 
of approximately similar composition and 
strength, contend that this gives practi- 
eally no indication of their fighting 
values. Total tonnage would appear to 
be a means of comparison which would 
appeal more to non-technicians than to 
naval staffs. When comparing small 
fleets the objections become less pro- 
nounced. After careful consideration of 
the two methods, the above mentioned 
delegations are convinced that the com- 
parison by classes is not only practicable 
and equitable but is a standard of gen- 
eral application capable of giving more 
accurate and valuable results. 

Supplementary factors bearing upon 
comparison. 

1. Age of ships. 

There is no doubt that the effective 
value of the tonnage of the naval arma- 
ments of a country, generally speaking, 


decreases with age, either as the result

of wear or depreciation of material due 
to improvements embodied in the latest 
construction. 

2. Guns and torpedoes. 

The number and calibre of guns and 
the number and diameter of torpedo 
tubes mounted in ships should be taken 
into account in any standard of com- 
parison. 

Personnel Not Useful Factor. 

3. Personnel. 

The number of trained naval person- 
nel is controlled by the number of ships. 
Nevertheless, assuming a sufficiency of 
trained personnel to man the entire 
fleet, the military value of material is 
greatly affected by the quality of the 
personnel. This quality is so difficult to 
appraise that personnel is not considered 
to be a factor which can usefully be 
applied for the purpose of comparing the 
naval armaments of one country with 
the naval armaments of another. 

Air. 

The delegation of the United Staies 
is of the opinion that while civil air- 
craft may be taken into consideration 
in estimating the potential strength of 
a nation, such civil aircraft should not 
be accepted as a factor entering into any 
comparison of air armaments undertaken 
with a view to the limitation or reduction 
of armaments.

should be done to build up and main- 

tain an American Merchant Marine. 
These meetings been held by

try with the purpose of finding out what 
the consensus of opinion was regarding 
a definite national marine policy. These 
opinions will be carefully considered and 
balanced and will play an important. part 
in the formulation of the board’s report 
to be submitted to Congress, recommend- 
ing a fixed policy in conformity with the 
Jones resolution of last session. 
Shipbuilders. Concerned. 

At the final hearing representatives of 
the shipbuilding industry expressed deep 
coneern over the future of the industry 
on account of the strenuous foreign 
competition and urged the passage of 
new legislation to provide for replace- 
ment of the older Government-owned 
ships. 

“American shipyards cannot compete 
with foreign yards because of higher 
material and labor costs,” said H: G. 
Smith, of New York, vice president of 
the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corporation. 
He added that because of the importance 
of ship construction works to national 
defense the Government should keep 
them. H. C. Hunter, secretary of the 
Council of American Shipbuilders, advo- 
cated passage of the Pepper bill which 
would remit to  shipbuilders tariff 
charges applying to materials used in 
the construction of ships. 

Andrew Fureseth, president of the 
International Seamen’s Union of Amer- 
ica, defended attacks on navigation laws. 
He said the tendency nowadays is for 
shipowners to take ships from foreign 
trade and enter them in coastwise and 
intercoastal service. 


SMOKE AND TEAR GAS TRAINING.

U. S. Navy Will Make Future 


Purehases of Hemp im U. S. 


THE Manila fiber industry has received 

with considerable interest the an- 
nouncement that the Navy will in the 
future purchase Manila hemp in_ the 
United States, discontinuing the past 
practice of buying on the primary mar- 
ket. The Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts, Navy Department, the central 
purchasing office of the Navy, will invite 
bids from time to time for the require- 
ments of the Rope Walk at the Navy 
Yard, Boston, Mass., at which point the 
Navy manufactures cordage for the 
naval service. 

The specifications for this commodity, 
and a plan of purchase which has been 
made to conform as nearly as possible 
to commercial practices, have been pre- 
pared after consultation with Manila 
fiber specialists and the Cordage Insti- 
tute. 

The U. S. Hemp Brokers’ Association. 
Mr. H. E. Higginbotham, 90-96 Wall 
Street, New York City, Secretary, has 
been organized for the purpose of pro- 
viding inspection facilities for this com- 


modi‘y after its arrival in the United 
States. 
The Navy’s annual requirements 


amount to approximately 12,000 bales. 
Concurrently with the adoption of the 
new plan of purcuase the Navy has 
changed the nomenclature of this com- 
modity from Manila hemp to Manila 
fiber (Abaca).
